any evidence of espionage. The Theft of Government Property 

Investigation was concluded without identifying subjects. 


- There is no indication the Appointee was ever in

of Technology. Reportedly, he *flatly refused? his cooperation when 
the Institute approached him on an wmspecified date for asdistance 
in connection with the guided missile program.

At the Ofiice of the Naval Research, Nain Navy Building, 
Washington, D,. C., it was ascertained that the appointee!s per- 
sonnel. Tile was Tocated in the London office of that organization. 
However, a reference card indicated that appointee entered on 
duty October 2, 1950 under an excepted appointment as a Physicist. 
in the study of high altitude cosmic rays. No disloyal data 
was noted an this card. 


Washington T-1, an indivicval. who has previously 
furnished reliable invoriation to the Vaskington lield office, 
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advised that he was acquainted with the appointee at the Johns 
Hopkins University, Applied Physics Laboratory during the _ 
appointes's employmeht, and that he was concerned at the way the’ 
appointee would vidlate security regulations, and his lack of 
respect for then generally. He said that none of these violations 
were serfous, but that whenever the appointee was, reproached 
concerning them he seemed to be resentful. 


T-1 stated that he was rather suspicious of the actions 
of one Doctor HKOVARI-TATSL who was the appointee's immediate 
supervisor at the Laboratory. He stated that they worked in. the 
Same room at the Laboratory ané went om several field trips 
concerning tre developrent of the nse o1 the German V-Rockets, 

Ke stated that he suspected Doctor TATEL of being rro-Communist 
frou indirect reports he had heard concerning TATEL. T-1 said that 
he cotld never get to the sources of these allegations y nor could 
he recall specifie statenents he had heard concerning TATEL. 


T-1 stated that ovtside of the appointee's association 
with Doctor TATEL and his disregard sor security regulations he 
had no other reason for doubt of appointee's loyalty, T-1 re-. 
quested that his name be kept conridential and refused to give 
a signed statenent, and te appear before a hearing board. 


Washington T+2, deseribed by Washington 7-3, another 
Government agency also conducting personnel and intelligence 
investigations, to be a very reliable individval who has prev- 
dously furnished them with aceurate and valuable information, 
advised that in 1945 or 1946 he met the appointee in the i 
Applied Physics Laboratory when. the appointee was a Technictan.. 
He said that the latter had been an enlisted man in. the Navy, 
and had done some work in. the Physies section at the Navy Gun 
Factory during the War. 1-2 said that the appointee did not 
heed instructions, and would take short-cuts whenever possible; 
around the regulations. ‘T+? said that the appointee went on 
expeditions to the North Fole twice, and has done work in the 
section which was handling guided missiles. 


Ta2 said that he became suspicitous of the appointee: 
when he began receiving visitors. On one otcasion, the date 


which he could not remember, 1-2. said Doctor SANDOVAR-TALLARTA, a 
Hexican citizen, and a co-worker of NORPIRP WIENER of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, was one of these visitors, 
Doctor VALLARTA was also former Chairman of the United ations 
Atomic Energy Commission, and a noted Mexican dcélientist. 


As to Doctor WIENER, T-2 stated that he was_a friend 
of one HALDANE (he believed the initials to be C.i.d.) of the 
London Daily Worker, a British Communist newspaper, and that 
Doctor WIENGR, in his book entitled "Cybernetics," spoke of 
his association with Doctor VALLARTA. 


Further information concerning Doctor NORBERT WIENER 
and Doctor SANDOVAL VALLARTA are. set out in this investigation.

He graduated from the Hamerling 
Realgymnasium, Vienna, in 1938 and thereafter for nine months studied at 
the School of Optometry in Vienna, In March, 1939 he went to England and 
attended evening classes in the Rutherford. Technical. College, New Castle— 
on~fyne, and worked for a. broadcasting company. The appointee. came to the 
United States in May, 1910. 


‘ The. appointeets hone address was. listed as 112 Morirce Street, 
Akron, Ohio, and his. father, JOSEPHAEHOER, resides there. and is emdloyed 
ag a watchmaker, The appointeéYs file at Ohio State University contains 
no disloyal. information. 


Professor E. E. KIMBERLY, College off Electrical. Engineering, 
Ohio State University, Columbus, Ohio, advised that he remembers the appointee: 
very well, He advised that the appointee came to this, country and entered 
the College of Engineering at the age of sixteen. He was a political refugees 
having: fled from the Hitler purge, Professor KIMBERLY further stated that- 
while the appointee attended. that. University he. was very close to him, and 
the appointee discussed bis personal problems. with KIMBERLY on numerous 
occasions. Professor KIMBERLY advised. that at no time had the appointee made. 
any statements that would cause. him to doubt his loyalty to this country. 
Professor KIMBERLY stated that other professors who might have known the 
appointee: are, not on the campus this summer. 


Rabbi HARRY KAPLAN, Director, Bfnai Birith Hillel Foundation, 
L6 East Sixteenth Avenue, Columbus, Ohio, advised that he knew the appointee 
rather well. when the appointee was in attendance at Ohio. State University. 
Rabbi KAPLAN stated that at no time had the appointee made any remarks 

that would place any suspicion upon his loyalty to this country. 


Ohio State University records reflect. that. the appointee 
resided at 19) Iuka Avenue, Columbus, Ohio, from 1941 through 1943. This 
building was’ a student. rooming house which was taken over in 19)h6 by the 
Newman. Catholic Club. Miss CATHERINE CALLOWAY, Secretary, Newman Club, 
advised that no record of the former student tenants of that. house had 
been. turned over to her, It: will be noted that the general. area on Iuka 
Avenue is a student rooming house and fraternity district. 


Mr. JACK R. PYWEN, LhO8 Reading Lane, Cincinnati, Ohio, 
advised that: he. was a fraternity brother of appointee and that he Lived in 
the Alpha Epsilon Fi fraternity house at Columbus, Ohio for one. school year 
about, 192. PYWEN described appointee as a brilliant: student. and a 
pleasant, even-tempered individual, He advised that. appointee was a refugee 
from Germany and was bitter about, the treatment. his fanily received. from 
the Nazi. government. PYWEN stated that he has never known anything 
unfavorable conterning appointee and that: he has always considered bim a 
loyal. persons.

Dr. Singer 
served with the United States Navy from 1944 to 1946 and 
becane a captain in the United States Atr Force Reserve 

in March, 1950. His field of study tneluded research, origin 
of cosmic rays, upper atmosphere, neteorites, and the design 
of artificial satellites. He belongs to professtonal 
organizations in connection with his field of science and 
resides at 2 Ridge Road, Greenbelt, Maryland. According 

to the November 14, 1957, issue of the "Washington Post and 
Tinés Herald," Washington, De Ces Dre Singer is credited 
with originating many of the features now tncorporated tnto 
this country's projected earth satellite and has also been 
called the father of Project Farside, the Air Force progran 
planned for televising, the other stde of the moon, 


During December, 1948, Dr. Stinger, accompanied by 
two other scientists, was traveling by a privately owned 
vehicle in Las Cruces, New Mextco, area. Whtle they were 
stopped for dinner and after locking the car, the car was 
broken into and its contents, tnecluding classified documents 
entrusted to pr. Singer, were stolen. Subsequent investigation 
fatled to locate the classified material. By letter dated 
September 15, 1949, the Department of Justice adutsed that , 
while Singer may have been negligent in maintaining proper

security of classified material, his failure to maintain such 
security was not such gross negligence as to justify a 
crininal proceeding. a 


During 1951, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
conducted a security-type tnuestigation concerning Dr. Stinger 
under the purutew of Frecutive Order 9835 and at the request 
of another Government agency which conducts personnel and 
intelligence tnvestigations. he investigation was based on 
the allegation that pr. Singer had "relationship with individuals 
whose loyalty is doubtful and those .who have fostered the ains 
of Internatio nal Connunisn.” 


During the investigation a confidential infornant, 
who has furnished reliable information tn the past and who 
was acquainted with Dr. Singer at the Applied Physics 
Laboratory, Johns Hopkins University, advised that he was . 
concerned at the way Dr. Stnger would violate security 
regulattons and his lack of respect for these regulations 
generally. He added that none of the violations were serious 
but that whenever Dr. Singer was approached concerning then 
he seemed to be resentful. fhe infornant added that Dr. Singer 
also was a close assoctate of his immediate supervisor at the 
Laboratory whon the informant suspected of being procomnunist - 
based on tndtrect reports. fhe infornant aduised that other 
than this assoctation with his immediate supervisor and his 
atsregard for security regulations, he had no reason to doubt 
Dr. Singer's loyalty. Another confidential informant, who 
has been described by the above-mentioned agency as having 
furnished reliable information tn the past, advised that he 
became acquainted with Dr. Singer in approximately 1945 or 1946. 
He described Dr. Singer as a person who did not heed instructions 
and would take short-cuts whenever possible around the 
"regulations." The informant added that he became suspicious 
of Dr. Singer when he began recetuing visitors at the Laboratory. 
He added that it seened strange that a young and comparatively 
unknown setentist would receive visits from known scientists 
of such great stature. The tnformant stated that he did not 
want to be unfair and added that other than Dr. Singer's lack 
of concern for regulations and his many utsttors, he had no 
reason to question Dr. Singer's loyalty to the United States. 
other than the above infornation, the tnuestigation developed 
favorable information only concerning Dr. Singer.

Dr. S. Fred Singer directed a vigorious research program in 
space physics at the University of Maryland during his | 
tenure. He also contributed greatly to the worldwide 
understanding of cosmic rays; the earth's radiation belt 
(still calied Singer Belts in many areas of Scandinavian 
countries); and planetary atmospheres. 


On April 23, 1981, Dr. John S, Toll, President, 
advised that in 1953, he had been the Senior Professor and 
Chairman of the Department of Physics. Dr. Toll had done 
graduate at Princeton University with the appointee and had 
maintained contact with the appointee while the appointee 
was employed at the Applied Physics Laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins University, under Dr. Van Allen. Dr. Toll was 
responsible for hiring the appointee as an associate 
professor.
